Its origin In Greece immediately fol- 
lowing the defeat of Darius and Xer-

chylus and Aristophanes—Aeschylus of 
tragedy and Aristophanes of comedy.

Cold Ground* have sunk 
deeper and more permanently into the 
American heart than any other songs 
ever written in America. For a better 
understanding of Foster it is well to 
remember that his melodies had noth- 
ing whatsoever to do with negro melo- 
dies, the composer's models being the 
great melodists of the old world—Mo- 
tart. Beethoven, Handel. The fact that 
his songs formed the piece de resist- 
ance of negro minstrelsy and there- 
fore in general drew their poetic sub- 
ject matter from-negro life Is respon- 
sible for the legend, so hard to kill, 
that his melodies were derived from 
negro songs."
